. A backlog of 
about 460 phones was thus reduced. 
The company was surprised to 
note that quite a few persons who 
had been: asking for better service 
cancelled their request, at the time 
when the new phones could be 
installed. 

The next step, which’ has been 
authorized, and will proceed thru- 
out the winter, is the installation 
¢f new cables into the North and 
East parts of Wilmington. In that 
area there are five new housing 
developments, and the Telephone 
Company expects these develop- 
ments to continue ‘to expand. The 
cost of these new cables will be 
about $33,000, accordine to Jack- 
son and the project should be 
completed in the spring of 1953. 
‘There are, at this time, 74 requests 
for telephones in this part of town, 
and another 54 requests for bet- 
terment of service, for telephones 
allready _ installed. tele- 
phones are gradually installed, as 
the cables are laid out,” according 
to Jackson. He did not describe it | 
tas w project that would be instant- 
ly completed, but rather one that 
would have new phones installed 
‘as the lines were.extended, in what 
Jackson termed a “trickle.”

At the present writing, there are four boys who are walk- 
ing to school, because they could not behave properly, in a 
school bus. They will continue to walk for an indefinite period, 
until the authorities fre satisfied that they will behave. So 
fat this year, 16 children have lost their bus priviliges, for vary- 
ing length of time. 

Deportment in buses has improved tremendously. It is 
just as well, too. We can recall reading of “accidents” in near- 
by towns, one involving a child’s death, which presumably were 
caused by horseplay in school buses.

WILMINGTON’S MD’S COOPERATE ON DIABETES 


Last fall this Commonwealth was rocked by a scandal from 
Beacon Hill, which involved the Supplementary Budget, and 
Pensions for Legislators and others. 

Democrats and Republicans had a wonderful time calling 
each other black. The Governor of the Commonwealth, a Dem- 
ocrat, failed of re-election. Many good Democrats refused to 
vote for him. 

It was not only Democrats who were to blame, however, 
Many Republicans cannot dodge responsibility. In the Senate 
were 40 men, 22 of whom were Republicans.

Throughout the land, 
Physicians everywhere are cooperating, to discover persons. 
who, as the saying is “are a little too sweet.” 

Diabetes is a disease in which the body is unable to con- 
sume sugar. Many persons know that they have the disease, 
and with proper care, thanks to modern science, they will be 
able to live normal useful lives. Other persons do not suspect 
that they have become diabetic, and it is these persons that the 
doctors are now trying to discover—to help them help them- 
selves, before it is too late. 

Diabetes may he detected by testing the urine of a suspected 
person. Many persons have their urine tested as a matter of 
course, at stated intervals. It is a part of the examination that 
a person takes, when applying for life insurance. 

Other persons have never availed themselves of an oppor- 
tunity to take a test. 

For the remainder of the week, all four of Wilmington’s 
doctors have agreed to give free tests, to persons who-would 
like to know whether or not they have diabetes. 

It is simple, from the patient’s viewpoint. Simply leave a 
few. drops of urine in the doctors office, in a clean bottle. After 
48 hours a telephone call to the office will appraise the person 
of, the results. None of the doctors will mail an announcement 
as to:the findings, but a telephone call is not hard to make.
